ANNUAL  REPORT  for  1927. 


A  I  MiE  Managers  have  pleasure  in  submitting  their  Report 
and  Statement  of  Accounts  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1927. 

They  are  glad  to  record  an  increase  in  the  services 
rendered  to  patients,  a  considerable  improvement  in  the 
financial  position,  and  a  marked  awakening  of  public  interest 
in  the  affairs  and  needs  of  the  Hospital. 

EXPENDITURE.  -“On  page  n  are  details  of  the  expen¬ 
diture  incurred  for  maintenance,  this  being  T3516  12s.  2d.,  as 
against  £3295  ns.  3d.  in  1926  (6  per  cent,  increase),  and  the 
Statistical  Tables  on  page  20  show  this  expenditure  under  its 
various  headings  at  per  patient  per  week.  The  comparisons 
there  made  with  the  previous  year  indicate  a  reduction  by 
7  per  cent,  of  the  cost  per  patient  per  week  from  £ 2  9s.  id.  to 
£2  5s.  9d.,  this  reduction  having  been  effected  by  careful 
buying,  and  by  the  exercise  of  a  watchful  eye  on  expenditure 
generally  in  order  to  secure  such  economies  as  are  consistent 
with  efficiency. 

It  is  desired  to  point  out  that  this  maintenance  expendi¬ 
ture  (which,  as  the  Income  and  Expenditure  Account  shows,  is 
less  than  the  total  receipts  to  the  extent  of  £6o\  5s.)  is  not  the 
whole  of  our  necessary  expenditure.  So  long  as  we  aim  at 
being  a  progressive  hospital  there  will,  each  year,  be  items  of 
capital  expenditure  representing  the  cost  of  improvements  in 
the  buildings  and  equipment.  During  the  past  year  the  laying 
on  of  hot  and  cold  water  and  the  fixing  of  wash  bowls  in  each 
ward  has  made  for  greater  convenience  in  the  nursing  routine, 
and  the  installation  of  emergency  fire  exit  ladders  and  addi¬ 
tional  fire  extinguishers  has  been  considered  necessary  to  make 
adequate  the  precautions  against  outbreak  of  fire.  The 
purchase  of  additional  surgical  instruments  and  apparatus  has 
been  necessary  to  provide  adequately  for  the  important  surgical 
work  now  done  at  the  Hospital. 
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The  cost  of  such  improvements  and  additions  as  have 
been  made  during  1927  amount  to  £192  7s.  2d.,  and  other 
improvements  which  have  been  decided  upon  during  the  year, 
but  have  not  been  carried  out  until  1928,  amount  to  a  further 

£'75- 

INCOME. — The  Managers  are  pleased  to  report  an 
increase  in  the  receipts  from  the  usual  sources,  and  also  a 
welcome  addition  through  two  new  channels,  namely,  the 
King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund  and  the  Harrow  Hospital 
Carnival,  the  total  income  being  £4117  17s.  2d.  as  against 
£"3612  Ss.  id  (which  sum  included  a  legacy  of  £601  10s.  4d.), 
the  increase  being  nearh  14  per  cent.  On  page  20  is  a 
summary  of  the  sources  of  income,  making  a  comparison  with 
the  previous  year. 

General  SUBSCRIPTIONS  and  DONATIONS  are 
shown  in  the  Account  under  separate  headings,  making  a 
total  of  £"729  5s.  gd.  against  £55 2  18s  2d,  in  1926.  Of  this 
amount,  £"370  was  obtained  by  the  Lady  Collectors,  to  'whom 
thanks  are  due  for  their  very  good  work. 

The  Subscriptions  for  the  Boys’  County  School  Cot  and 
the  Masonic  Bed  have  been  maintained,  and  the  Harrow 
Chamber  of  Trade  has  subscribed  £50  towards  the  upkeep  of  a 
bed  which  now  stands  m  its  name. 

It  has  been  expected  that  with  the  growth  of  the  Contri¬ 
butory  Scheme  the  amount  received  by  COLLECTING 
BOXES  would  decrease.  Mr.  Housden  has  continued  to  or¬ 
ganise  the  Box  Collections  with  great  energy,  however,  and 
has  very  nearly  succeeded  in  reaching  last  year’s  amount. 

The  amount  received  from  the  CHURCHES  has  exceeded 
that  received  in  1926  by  nearly  £*40,  and  the  receipts  for 
Miscellaneous  Collections  and  the  proceeds  of  ENTERTAIN¬ 
MENTS  (see  page  32)  also  exceed  those  of  last  year. 

The  LINEN  GUILD  has  proved  a  very  valuable  asset  to 
the  Hospital.  During  the  year  it  has  supplied  a  large  number 
of  sheets,  pillow  cases,  surgeons’  gowns,  etc.,  and  has  saved  the 
Hospital  at  least  £"65,  which  amount  has  been  entered  in  the 
Account,  along  with  the  value  of  other  gifts  and  of  the  goods 
received  on  Pound  Day,  under  the  heading  of  “  Gifts  in  Kind.” 

The  HARROW  HOSPITAL -CARNIVAL,  which  was 
organised  by  a  large  body  of  sympathisers,  and  which  took 
place  on  July  13,  14,  15  and  16,  had  the  two-fold  result  of 
making  known  the  needs  of  the  Hospital  and  of  raising  the 
splendid  sum  of  £^390.  In  accordance  with  the  request  of  the 
Carnival  Committee,  £1000  of  this  sum  has  been  allocated  to 
the  Extension  Fund.  A  further  sum  of  /.  114  has  been  handed 


to  the  Linen  Guild,  this  being  equal  to  the  amount  raised  by 
the  Linen  Guild  in  their  various  activities  during  the  Carnival, 
The  remaining  £"276  goes  to  the  General  Fund.  The  Hospital 
is  greatly  indebted  to  all  those  who  helped  to  make  the 
Carnival  a.  success,  and  particularly  to  those  upon  whom  fell 
the  heavy  work  of  organising  the  Fair,  the  Processions  and  the 
Street  Collections. 

/ 

The  CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME  continues  to  extend, 
as  will  be  seen  from  the  separate  Report  on  page  34,  and  the 
Managers  especially  desire  to  record  their  appreciation  of  the 
successful  and  arduous  work  of  the  District  Committees  and  of 
the  Organisers  of  the  Scheme,  The  amount  received  from  the 
Scheme  by  the  Hospital  during  the  past  year  was  £"658,  and 
£95  8s.  2d.  of  that  sum  is  entered  in  the  Accounts  under 
“  Voluntary  Gifts  ”  as  representing  the  receipts  by  the  Scheme 
in  the  form  of  “  Thank  Offering”  Contributions.  The  remain¬ 
ing  4,562  ns.  iod.  is  entered  in  the  Accounts  under  “  Hospital 
Contributory  Associations,”  together  with  the  receipts  from 
other  Associations  making  the  total  of  £'591- 16s.  2d. 

Miss  Drucker  has  continued  to  give  her  services  as 
Almoner,  and  the  sum  of  £"979  9s.  id.  which  has  passed 
through  her  hands  represents  a  great  deal  of  time  spent  in 
interviewing  and  corresponding  with  patients,  laying  before 
them  the  need  of  the  Hospital  for  such  payments  as  they  are 
able  to  make  towards  the  cost  of  their  maintenance  and 
nursing,  and  assisting  them  to  obtain  payment  from  their 
Societies,  PATIENTS’  PAYMENTS  have  thus  increased  by 
nearly  14  per  cent.,  and,  together  with  the  receipts  from 
members’  contributions  to  the  Contributory  Scheme,  amount 
to  over  one-third  of  the  total  income  of  the  Hospital. 

The  KING  EDWARD’S  HOSPITAL  FUND  FOR 
LONDON,  having  decided  that  the  Hospital  is  within  the 
area  over  which  it  now  operates,  has  made  us  a  grant  of  £*150 
in  addition  to  a  promise  of  £"500  for  the  Extension  Fund.  This 
grant  was  made  after  the  Hospital  had  been  inspected  by 
visitors  appointed  by  the  Fund  (Lord  Bethel  and  V.  Warren 
Low,  Esq.,  C.B.,  F.R.C.S.). 

The  present  FINANCIAL  POSITION  shows  a  consider¬ 
able  improvement  upon  the  position  of  twelve  months  ago, 
and  may  be  considered  to  be  satisfactory  when  regarded  in  re¬ 
lation  to  the  cost  of  maintaining  the  present  Hospital.  When 
reviewed  in  regard  to  the  future,  however,  and  in  relation  to 
the  problem  of  providing  hospital  accommodation  commen¬ 
surate  with  the  increased  and  increasing  needs  of  the  district 
it  will  be  realised  that  our  appeal  to  the  public  for  a  further 
increase  in  subscriptions  and  for  a  large  capital  sum  is  both 
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just  and  urgent.  This  matter  is  again  referred  to  in  that  part 
of  our  Report  which  deals  with  the  Extension  Scheme. 

Mr.  N.  Mall  Keen,  the  Honorary  Auditor,  has  again  given 
a  considerable  amount  of  time  in  connection  with  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  Accounts  in  accordance  with  the  “  Revised 
1  inform  Ostein,”  pnd  many  thanks  are  due  to  him  for 
the  very  valuable  help  which  ne  to  the  Hospital  in 

this  way. 

It  is  in  keeping  with  the  “  Revised  Uniform  System  ”  of 
Hospital  Accounts  that  the  expenditure  on  Buildings  and 
Equipment  which  has  been  made  out  of  General  Fund  moneys 
should  appear  in  the  BALANCE  SHEET  not  under  General 
Fund  but  under  Buildings  and  Equipment  Funds.  An  amount 
has  therefore  been  transferred  in  this  year’s  Balance  Sheet  in 
order  to  make  it  properly  in  accordance  with  the  regulations 
of  the  system. 

PATIENTS. -The  number  of  IN-PATIENTS  treated 
during  the  year  was  641  as  against  558  in  1926  (15  per  cent, 
increase),  representing  10,772  patient-days  as  against  9392 
(14  per  cent,  increase)  The  increase  would  have  been  very 
considerably  greater  but  for  the  fact  that  the  limit  of  the 
accommodation  of  our  present  wards  has  now  been  reached,  a 
great  many  applications  for  beds  now,  unhappily,  having  to 
be  refused  owing  to  the  accommodation  being  insufficient. 

The  OUT-PATIENT  work  of  the  Hospital  is  not  exten¬ 
sive,  being  largely  concerned  with  minor  operations  and 
accidents  and  the  after-treatment  of  in-patients.  Nevertheless, 
the  number  of  out-patients  who  have  received  treatment 
during  the  year  has  amounted  to  531  as  against  426  (24  per 
cent,  increase). 

The  distribution  of  patients  as  regards  districts,  and  a 
classification  as  regards  the  results  of  treatment,  will  be  found 
on  page  10. 

The  number  of  operations  has  increased  from  480  in  1926 
to  510  in  1927. 

HOSPITAL  STAFF.— During  the  year  Sister  Peake  has 
retired  from  her  position  as  Matron,  in  which  capacity  she  has 
been  associated  with  the  Hospital  for  over  25  years,  and  has 
won  the  warm  affection  of  many  hundreds  of  patients  who 
have  been  brought  back  to  health  under  her  care  and  adminis¬ 
tration.  Ever  since  the  days  when  the  Hospital  was  situated 
in  Lower  Road,  with  a  total  accommodation  of  eleven  beds, 
she  has  been  anxious  and  industrious  for  its  progress,  and  has 
been  largely  instrumental  in  guiding  its  development. 

'Idle  selection  of  her  successor  has  been  a  grave  responsi¬ 
bility,  but  the  Managers  have  found  in  Miss  Evelyn  Sanders 
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one  whose  skill  in  nursing  and  ability  in  administration  give 
them  entire  confidence. 

Miss  Carlyon,  who  has  given  up  her  time  to  the  Hospital 
for  many  years,  retired  with  Sister  Peake.  Her  work  as  Linen 
Matron  has  been  highly  appreciated,  and  she,  also,  will  be 
greatly  missed. 

Miss  Werner  has  mniinucd  her  valuable  services  gratuit¬ 
ously,  a nrl  therccord  of  massage  treatments,  which  is  given  on 
page  io,  shows  a  considerable  increase  upon  the  figures  for  the 
previous  year. 

The  MEDICAL  AND  CONSULTING  STAFFS  have 
continued  to  act  gratuitously  and  have  received  no  payment 
whatever  for  their  attendance  upon  patients  at  the  Hospital. 
The  arrangement  continues  whereby,  on  certain  days  in  each 
week,  there  are  regular  visits  by  certain  of  the  Consultants, 
who  attend  on  these  days  in  order  to  advise  or  to  operate,  as 
the  cases  may  require.  To  the  Consultants  and  to  the 
ordinary  Medical  Officers  alike,  the  Managers  tender  their 
warmest  appreciation  and  thanks. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Committee,  the 
Consulting  Staff  has  been  increased  by  the  appointment  of 
B.  Whitchurch  Howells,  Esq.,  F.R.C.S.,  as  Honorary  Ortho¬ 
paedic  Surgeon. 

THE  EXTENSION  SCHEME.— A  scheme  for  the 
extension  of  the  Hospital  has  been  drawn  up  and.  an  appeal  is 
now  being  made  for  the  sum  of  £20,000  for  its  fulfilment. 

The  records  of  the  Hospital  show  that  it  has  been 
necessary  during  the  past  year  to  refuse  admission  to  a  large 
number  of  patients  (at  certain  times  of  the  year,  an  average  of 
one  per  day)  and,  being  of  the  opinion  that  the  Hospital 
should  be  enabled  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  district 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible,  the  Managers  trust  that  the 
amount  will  be  forthcoming  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

Plans  have  been  drawn  for  a  new  Operating  Block,  a  New 
Wing  giving  accommodation  for  24  additional  patients,  the 
necessary  additional  nursing  staff,  and  a  resident  Medical 
Officer.  It  is  hoped  that  it  may  be  found  possible  to  provide 
a  small  number  of  private  rooms  for  patients  who  are  able  to 
defray  the  full  cost  of  their  maintenance  and  nursing  and 
make  their  own  arrangements  as  regards  payment  of  their 
doctor  and  surgeon. 

The  Scheme  has  the  approval  of  the  King  Eaward’s 
Hospital  Fund,  who  have  promised  a  grant  of  £500. 

The  fact  that  the  accounts  for  the  past  two  years  show 
some  excess  of  income  over  expenditure  may  be  taken  as  an 


q 


indication  that  it  will  be  possible,  by  continued  effort,  to 
provide  for  the  maintenance  of  a  larger  Hospital,  and  the 
promise  of  help  from  the  King’s  Fund  is  a  proof  of  the  wisdom 
of  the  undertaking. 

By  the  generosity  of  a  number  of  friends  of  the  Hospital, 
notably  of  our  President,  a  good  start  has  been  made  with  the 
Extension  Fund.  As  will  be  seen  from  page  22  the  balance 
standing  to  its  credit  on  December  31st  was  ^4420  iGs.  4d. 
At  the  time  of  making  this  Report  the  total  Receipts  and 
Promises  amount  to  ^8593  4s.  8d.

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THE  CONTRIBUTORY  SCHEME. 


In  1927  the  Scheme  continued  to  grow  most  satisfac¬ 
torily.  The  number  of  contributors  increased  during  the 
year  by  663,  and  the  total  contributions  for  the  year  1927 
were  over  £300  larger  than  those  for  1926. 

The  Voluntary  Aid  Committee  have  been  able  to 
pay  £658  to  the  Hospital,  and  £94  to  the  Nursing  Fund. 

The  benefits  of  the  Scheme  were  more  widely  felt : 
126  registered  contributors  receiving  free  treatment  as 
In-patients  at  the  Hospital  (as  against  54  in  1926),  and 
85  as  Out-patients  (as  against  36).  The  number  of  days 
the  In-patients  were  in  Hospital  was  1,981  (against  986). 

During  the  year,  Mii.  J.  N.  Lacey  has  been  compelled 
to  resign  the  position  of  Secretary  of  the  Roxeth  and 
South  Harrow  District  Committee,  owing  to  business 
reasons.  Mr.  P.  Martin  has  been  appointed  in  his  stead. 
The  Committee  desire  to  place  on  record  their  thanks  to 
Mr.  Lacey  for  his  splendid  work  in  connection  with  the 
Roxeth  and  South  Marrow  District  Committee  since  its 
formation. 
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The  Committee  again  record  their  heartiest  thanks 
to  the  District  Chairmen,  Secretaries,  Committees,  and 
Collectors  and  to  those  employers  who  collect  the 
contributions  of  their  staffs,  and  to  the  West  Harrow 
District  Committee  for  organising  a  Whist  Drive,  which 
realised  £10  12s.  3d-
